Dear  Dr.  Warren: 

Under  separate  cover  I  am  sending  you  a 
photograph  of  a  painting  which,  unless  seen  before, 
you  will  find  of  some  interest.   Attached  hereto  is 
an  interpretation  of  the  painting,  together  with 
some  data  about  the  artist,  who  painted  it  in  1867. 

In  the  group,  Abraham  Lincoln,  General  Scott, 
President  Buchanan  &  Jefferson  Davis  are  easily  recognized 
Can  you  identify  the  face  in  back  of  Jefferson  Davis? 
What  connection  did  Floyd-* (whose  name  appears  on  the 
money  bag  -lower  left)  have  with  providing  money  for 
the  Confederacy,  apparently  "rom  the  till  of  the  Union 
treasury?   Can  you  identify  some  of  the  faces  close 
to  the  figures  of  Mr.  Lincoln  and  Gen.  Scott.   I  do  not 
seem  to  be  able  to  identify  Chase.   The  artist  seems 
to  have  been  at  much  pains  to  identify  outstanding 
characters,  making  it  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the 
money  providers  for  the  Union  cause  were  really  existing 
personalities. 

Your  comments  and  enlightenment  will  be 
appreciated.   The  original  paint  ing  is  ajpout  3  x  4|  feet.

NORTH  AND  SOUTH 


Note,  in  the  center  foreground,  the  rift  between 
North  and  South  in  1861.   Liberty,  stands  upon  the  whip 
and  shackles  of  slavery,  the  American  Eagle  hovering 
above.  Left  of  Liberty  is  Justice,  scales  in  one  hand 
and  sword  in  the  other.   Note  the  facial  expression  of 
Justice. 

Left  foreground,  is  Floyd  gathering  the  money  for 
the  Southern  cause,  while  President  Buchanan  sleeps. 
Back  of  Buchanan  the  southern  adherents  show  their 
contempt  for  justice  very  clearly,  including  the  theft 
of  Union  arms,  and  the  desecration  of  the  American  flag 
with  the  connivance  of  Davis.   South  Carolina,  the 
hotbed  of  the  rebellion,  is  represented  by  the  palmetto 
tree  and  the  hissing  snake.   The  background  shows  the 
Battle  of  Fort  Sumter. 

The  right  side  of  the  picture  shows  the  enthusiasm 
and  sacrifice  which  war  demands.   In  the  center  foreground 
a  wife  and  children  grieve  for  the  lost,  while  a  father 
is  offering  his  sons.  Near  them  a  bride  and  groom  complete 
this  phase  of  the  picture.  The  figure  of  Abraham  Lincoln 
flanked  by  Chief  of  Staff  General  Scott,  are  the  most 
conspicuous,  while  wealth  for  the  cause  is  offered.   In 
the  background  a  mass  meeting  takes  place  as  troops  march 
to  the  front.   In  the  far  background  the  industrial  powsr 
of  the  North  is  suggested. 


The  artist,  J.  M.  Enzing-Muller  (1804-1888)  a  Bavarian 
by  birth  and  education,  was  a  fellow  pupil,  under  Piloty 
(the  Director  of  the  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  in  Munich)  of 
Kaulbach,  Defregger  and  others.   After  the  revolution  of 
1848,  he  came  to  America,  hoping  to  find  in  this  land  of 
liberty  a  welcome  field  for  the  development  of  free 
dramatic  art,  which  at  that  period  was  having  such  vogue  in 
Germany,  under  the  hand  of  Cornelius,  Piloty,  Kaulbach, 
Schnorr  von  Carolsfeld,  Bendemann  and  others.   To  his  sad 
disappointment  he  found  America  not  at  all  responsive  to 
his  artistic  intentions  and  ambitions.  He  then  devoted 
himself  to  engraving  for  immediate  income,  in  which  line 
he  had  distinguished  success.

I  think  the  man  with  the  money  bag 
whose  position  is  second  from  Lincoln  is  undoubtedly 
Chase.  The  other  six  brothers  apparently,  as  they  all 
look  alike. 

The  man  standing  Just  beside  Davis 
appears  to  me  to  be  Alexander  A.  Stephens,  Tlee  President 
of  the  Confederacy.
